AUSTIN, Nevada, May 3, 1890. 


To the Hon. Jos. Brennan, John B. Paul 


andj. A. Blossom, County Commissioners. 
of Landtr Bounty, Nevada: 
GENTLEMEN In obedience to your order 


I herewith submit to yon an article de- 
seripliTe of the re&onrcea and advantages 
of Lander county. This connty is located 
in the central part' of the State, is abont 
160 mile!" long, by about 40 miles wide, 
and contains abont> C.,000 sqcare miles. 
The total amount of taxable property in 
the county in 18S9 was $1,774,865 75, and 
the tax rate was $3 80 on the $100, pro- 
ducing a State tax of $15,973 79 and a 
county tax of $51,471 10, or a total tax of 
$67,444 89. 


In 1879 the connty made a gift of $200,- 


000 in bonds to the Kevada Oentral Bail- 
road, a narrow gauge from Battle Mountain 
to Austin, 95 mites, which bands drew 10 
per cent, per anaam till 1888, -when the 
connty issued in lien 6 per cent, bonds, of 
which there are now outstanding $123,000, 
with money on hand to pay the interest, 
and the required one-twentieth of the whole 
$200,000 for 1890. 


ID 1879, when these bonds were issued, 


he taz rate in the county was $2 25 on 
sch $100, and the assessable property for 


i (year was $1,625,434. 


The two principal resources of the county 


are silrsr and the live stock industry; the 
third resource being 
agriculture. 
The 


mines are principally located at Austin, 
GJena, L»wia, Bullion, Pittsburgh, Kings- 
ton, Cort.z, Marysville, New Pass and 
Yankee Elude, with good prospects in 
every 
mountainous 
portion 
of 
the 


connty. 
The Austin mines ere mostly 


owned by the Manhattan Mining and 
Reduction Company, of Chicago, with C. 
A. Pra:t,'-E3q., as Superintendent, and 
as a part of the work a plant of Prue con- 
centrators has been run for two veara on 
the damp and waste rock Chat had -been 
considered valueless for 20 jaurs, at a profit 
of $80,000 per year or a total profit of 
$160,000 for the company, besides half as 
touch more to the laborers who were re- 
quired in the work. There has also been 
1 trge quantities of that celebrated ruby and 
black aulphnret ore taken from the Union 
and other mines of this company, of which 
Lander hill is BO peculiarly celebrated, and 
with the nnprospected ground between the 
Curtis and Frost shafts, delve3 into in the 
fotare, Austin will recover her old place 
among the large ore producing camps of 
Nevada. 


The Manhattan mines have produced 


over $21,000,000 since 1865 alone, and the 
mines of the county not less than $33,000,- 
000 in the last 25 years. 


1'he Galena incorporated mines are now 


operated by • company with A. G. Higbee 
as Superintendent, and it is intended to 
build a mill and work a large force of men 
this Summer. 


Many victorious and successful pros- 


pectors are engaged at Galena, outside of 
the main company, "and their labors are 
being largely rewarded by handsome and 
paying returns. 


Lewis, Bullion, Pittsburgh and Maysville 


are situated in the northern part of the 
county, at which places are many mines of 
great .promise and which have produced 
large bullion returns. 


The Battle Mountain Silver Mining Com- 


pany being the principal one at Lewis, "W. 
H. Williams, Superintendent. 


Pittsburgh is controlled by an English 


company, of which Captain Secombe is 
Superintendent and Isaac F. Weaver, book- 
keeper. 


At Mnyaville Col. \V. S. 'Wilson, whose

All these are residents of Austin, being 
prominent business meat- and

of 
Denver, Colorado, erected sampling 


works on the railroad, six miles northwenl 
from Austin, at Ledlie Junction, under the 
management of W. E. TVest, which have 
contributed largely to tho mining interests 
of both Lander and Nye counties, and 
should Co agrees bs induced to enact any 
legislation favorable to silver, with the 
mines and appliances that Lander connty 
has been given by nature, science anc 
plnck—that pluck which is characteristic of 
the pioneer and miner all over the western 
coast soon old Lander #onld be that para- 
dise for the miner so familiar from 1863 to 
1878. 


The Bank of Austin, tinder the care ol 


C. D. Boynton, Cashier, has unlimited 
capital and is one of the substantial insti- 
tutions in which all our people take so 
much pride. 


Lander county's important towcs are 


Austin, Battle Mountain, Galena, Lewis, 
Pittsburgh, Maysville, Kingston and Cortex,

saloons, fonr -churches, six livery stables, 
six notion stores, one furniture btore, five

DISGRACEFUL SCENES IK THE 


HOUSE OF BEPEESENT- 


ATIVES. 


A Han's Skull Crashed by a Lunatic 


—A'High Jumping Horse Breaks 


The Record 


Disgraceful Scenes In the House. 


Special to the JOUSKAL. 


"WASHINGTON, May 17.—There was a 


scene of wild confusion in the House this 
afternoon, caused by Bayne, of Penniyl< 
vania, sending to the clerk's desk and 
having read a letter from James Campbell, 
of Pittsburg, denying the statements re- 
flecting upon bia character made a few days 
ago by Bynum, of Indiana, and 'Wilson, of 
Virginia. Campbell strongly attacki those 
gentlemen 10 his letter. Bynum claimed 
recognition on the question of personal 
privilege and endeavored to proceed, bnt 
was shouted down by the Bepnblican side, 
Bayne added to the confusion by shouting 
that a gentleman for whom he had the 
highest respect had been charged] with 
forgery and he wanted to prcstnt the letter 
in his defense. After half an hoar's uproar 
Bream secured the floor and said Camp 
bell had made an affidavit to the effect that 
Wilson and himselt had said that $15 a 
month was enough for any Giassblower. 


Oatcheon demanded that Bynum's words 


be taken down, while Morgan, of Missis- 
sippi, stood in front of the Chairman's 
desk and urged that both the letter and the 
speech be stricken from the record. 
He 


feared they might lead to trouble outside 
of the House. The offensive words were 
taken down. Cntoheon moved that the 
committee rise and report the words 
to 
tho Honse for 
action 
and this 


was agreed to- 120 to 59. 
The words 


having been reported to the House Catch' 
eon offered a resolution declaring that 
Bynum merited the censure of tha House 
for the language just used by him and di- 
recting that he be brought before the bar 
of'the House by the Sergeaut-at Arms, and 
that the censure of the Honse be adminis- 
tered by the Speaker. 


Bycnm admitted tLat he had denonnced 


Campbell as a liar and perjurer, and con- 
tinued : "I want to say now that I have as 
great confidence in the character of Camp 
bell as I have in the character of the gen- 
tleman who made the attack npon me " 
Excitement and uproar followed. 


Cntcheon demanded the previous ques- 


tion, but said if the gentleman wonld make 
ample and manly retraction of his words 
he (Cutcheon) would withdraw the de 
mand. 
Greenhalgp, of .Massachusetts, 


asked unanimous consent that Bynnm be 
permitted to make an explanation, but 
Martin, of Indiana, objected. 
Springer 


moved to refer the resolution to the Com- 
mittee on Bales with instructions to in- 
quire whether the language used by By- 
num was out of order, and whether tbere 
was not sufficient justification for its use. 
Henderson, of Iowa, made a point of order 
against the motion, the point being sus- 
tained. 
Springer's appeal was tabled. 


Tne previous question was ordered on the 
resolution—yens 129, nays 59. 
Bland 


moved to reconsider. The Speaker de- 
clined to reconsider the motion. He de- 
clared it dilatory. Then, there was another 
scene of confusion. Cntcheon contended 
that the gentleman from Indiana violated 
all parliamentary usage. Herbert, of Ala- 
bama, contended that Bayne bad been the 
aggressor by having read the letter grossly 
attacking the gentleman from Indiana. 


Springer said: "The language of the 


gentlemnu from Indiana was justifiable, if 
not parliamentary. The letter was an insult 
to the Democratic party. 


Mills spoke sharply, asserting that Biyae 


bad given the firit offense. He had no 
Dope that tie majority would do anything 
except pUBi«h Bynnm. The majority had 
not forgotton that B^num had character, 
ized the action of the Speaker as it de- 
served to be characterized, and it was for 
that that tha gentleman from Michigan 
was ruide a public prosecutor [Democratic 
applause HEd Republican hisses]. 
Then, 


eaning on the arm of Holman, Bynnm ap- 
peared lit the bar accompanied by his Dem- 
ocratic associates,who could find room in the 
limited space and who were loud in Iheir 
applause. 
The Speaker requested the 


gentlemen to take their seats. Springer 
acting as spokesman declined to do so. The 
Speaker agnin requested the membtrs to 
<ake their seats, and again the Democrats 
refused to comply. The Speaker then ad- 
ministered tbe censure and said to Bjnnm: 
"In the naoie of tbe House I pronounce 
npon you the censnre. The Sergeant-at- 
Arins will now release yon." 
Bynum said: 


"Under puph circumstances I accept the 
censure of the. House as a decoration of 
lonor." 
[Democratic applause."] 
The 


House then, at 10:30, adjourned.
